ARIZONA COURT. 


Federal Judge is Target of 
Federation Speaker. 


President. Croaff Separate 
from Official Organ. 


Accused of I. F. . and Anti-

DISPATCH.) 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Oct. 30.—In 
the morning session of the State 
Federation of Labor, in an address 
by Assistant State Attorney-Gen- 
eral Joe McBride, was an attack 
upon a Federal court ruling made 
here last week vy Judge Nederer of 
Seattle. The jurist ruled that 
plaintiffs, under the employers’ 
liability laws, must establish Ly pre- 
ponderance of evidence that injury 
or death was not sustained by plain- 


titt's negligence. 

McBride claimed that the State 
laws provide that plaintiff shall get 
damages notwithstanding his dwn 
negligence, though evidence of such 
negligence might be taken to deter- 
mine the size of the award. He ar- 
sued also against the Chamberlain 
military training bill and any 
anti-strike legislation. 

President Croaff made formal an- 
nouncement that he had perf 
arrangements for publication here of 
a State-wide weekly that would 
continue to give publicity to the pe- 
culiar idea advocated in his annual 
address, ideas denounced by the 
convention majority as those of the 
LW W., and against the American 
Federation of Labor and Samuel 
Gompers. 

CROAFF LOSES JOURNAL. 

The convention named a commit- 
tee to take. charge of the Arizona 
Labor Journal, in place of Croaff 
and Secretary Smith. This com- 
mittee is headed by Leroy Kennedy 
of Miami. Croaff and Smith have 
ignored the demand for their resig- 
nations, and maintain their seats, 
apparently well intrenched Lehind 
the popular vote rules of the or- 
ganization. Their fight undoubtedly 
Will be taken into the next annual 
federation election. : 

Smith, in backfiring at his ene- 
mies, presented a charge that Mem- 
ber Walter N. Ross of Miami had 
“scabbed” in a Globe strike. Ross 
called it a lie, and the matter went 
to a special committee. 

At a big meeting of the Phoenix 
Church Federation today resolu- 
tions were pas#ed unanimously com- 
mending the federation of labor for 
casting out radicalism. The feder- 
ation also declared prize- 
fighting and Lull-fighting. A not- 
able visitor at the labor convention 
has been Charles McKinnon, 
brothér-in-law of “Big Bill” Hay- 
wood of the Wobblies. pe 

DECIDES FOR HARRIS. 

In Judge Stanford’s division’ of 
the Superior Court, this afternoon, 
decision was given on practically all 
points in favor of Charles W. Har- 
ris, Democratic holdover in the of- 
fica of State Adjutant-General, 
against Walter Ingalls, claimant 
through appointment by Gov. Camp. 
bell. Judge Stanford overruled all 
démurrers and p'eadings that had 
been presented on the Republican 
side, and denied also suggestion that 
his court possibly might not have 
jurisdiction. 

Testimony concerning Ingalls'’s 
qualifications for the place was de- 
clared Inadmissable, as it was con- 
sidered that no evidence had been 
submitted showing a vacancy in the 
office. Appeal is to be taken to the 
Supreme Court, and there has been 
suggestion that the United States 
court might hear the complicated 
case, as the Adjutant-General has 
certain Federal functions. 

A short time ago Superior Judge 
Lyman decided that Ingalls was the 
de facto Adjutant-General, and, on 
the basis of this, the property of 
the office. was moved from Har- 
riss military headquarters to In- 
galle’s office at the Capitol. Cor- 
respondence with the War Depart- 
ment has wholly been through the 
Governor. 

Thomas E. Farish, who passed 
away last night in a Los Angeles 
hospital, had been State Historiar 
since June, 1918, then appointed by 
Gov. Hunt. It is notable the his 
assistant, W. D. P. Hamon, died a 
few days ago, of the same ailment 
that carried off his chief, one of 
the abdominal cavity.

TNSPIRED THOUSANDS. 

Ella Wheeler Wiicox will not be 
numbered among the great poets of 
America, but her name and her 
memory will live in the hearts of 
many thousands of pecple the world 
over, whom she cheered, inspired apd 
delighted with her verse. 

Out of an unhappy childhood, mis- 
understood by the older folk among 
whom she grew up, the little woman 
developed a serene and hopeful 
philosophy of life, Through it ran 
a dominant note of mysticism. She 


apirits. She believed in reincana- 
tion. She preached in her poems 
the doctrines of faith and courage 
and kindliness. She loved people and 
she loved animals. 

In the early days of her literary 
career she shocked a mid-Victorian 
public with a volume of verse en- 
titled “Poems of Passion.” It was 
rather more erotically emotional 
than an unsophisticated popular 
mind could approve. But in later 
days this vein of feeling was trans- 
formed into something finer 
more spiritual. 

EASY VERSIFIER. 


The thought of Mrs. Wilcox ran 
naturally to rhyme and rhythm, to 
colorful, metaphor and musical ex- 
pression. She had great facility for 
versification. The modern school of 
poetry, the vers librists and im- 
agistes and others of the cameo cut- 


ting craft—looks down upon her]: 


work as commonplace and homiletio, 
but the multitude loved her and 
read her poeme with pleasure. They 
struck responsive chords. 

In the war Mrs. Wilcox, found her 
work. She went to ce as a rep- 
resentative of the Red Star, the or- 
ganization devoted to humane care 
of the animals—the cavalry horses 
the mules, the carrier pigeons an 
the dogs. The writer recalis meet- 
ing her in Parise a year ago. He 
saw a wrinkled old lady, dressed with 
the neatness and gayety of 17 and 
full of enthusiasm for her task. She 
believed that she was under the 
direct guidance of her husband's 
epirit and intimated that she had a 
great mission for the world the 
precise nature of which she was not 
able to disclose. 

HER PHILOSOPHY. 

Perhaps her philosophy may best 
be summed up in the following 
verse from one of her many poems: 
So many gods, so many creeds, 

So many paths that wind and wind. 
What all, this old world really 


needs, 
Is just the art of being kind. 

With this faith she faced life's 
disappointments and pain and was 
able to write in cheerful courage: 
Laugh and the world laughs with 


vou. 
Weep and you weep alone. 

The lines will long outling her. 
They have become current in the 
proverbial language of America and 
the English-speaking world. 

One of her last literary efforte 
was the translation of a book by 
Leon Denis, a French mystic with 
whose thought she was in perfect 
accord. It is entitled Lite and 
Destiny.” and Mrs. Wilcox, introduc- 
ing it to the American public, wrote: 

In giving thie work of Leon Denis 
to the English-speaking world I fee! 
I am bestowing an estimable favor

OIL PRICE NOT 
FIXED BY STATE. 


Erroneous Belief Causes a 
Flurry Among Producers. 


Operators and Refiners to 
Maintain Price Level. 


Association is Formed in the 
Burkburnett District. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 


AUSTIN (Tex.) Oct. 24.—An im- 


Pression that seemed to exist in the 
minds of some of the independent 
oll producers of the . Burkburnett 
field that the State Railroad Com- 
mission was authorized under the 
law to regulate the price of crude 
Petroleum has been upset by a 
statement by Clarence Gilmore, a 
member of the Railroad Commis- 
sion, that that body has nothing in 
the world to do with fixing the price 
of the product. The authority of 
the Railroad Commission extends 
only to the putting into effect and 
enforcement of rules against_the 


wasting of oll and the operation of 
pipe lines. 
Independent producers in the 


Central West Texas fields continue 
to be more or less disturbed over 
the recent cut in the price of light 
crude petroleum of the Burkbur- 
nett field from $2.25 to $2 by pipe- 
line companies. The report that a 
further reduction of 50 cents a bar- 
rel is proposed has added to the 
feeling of uncertainty, for the fu- 
ture by the operators who have no 
storage, transportation or market- 
ing facilities of their own. So far 
as can be learned there is no foun- 
dation for the report that the price 
may be still further lowered. It 
has been pretty well established, it 
is claimed, that the reduction of 26 
cents a barrel was brought by of- 
ferings of oil at prices below that 
figure by some of the smaller pro- 
ducers. 
MAY LOSE MILLIONS. 


With the view of maintaining a 
price level for their product a mass 
meeting of operators, including a 
number of refiners, was held a few 
days ago at Wichita Falls. It was 
stated that if the Mid-Continent 
price is not maintained for the oil, 
the producers will lose more than 
$100,000,000. An agreement was 
entered into by producers who at- 
tended this meeting, and who rep- 
resent, it is asserted, 85 per cent. of 
the production of the Burkburnett 
field, including the northwest pool. 
The agreement reads: 

We, the undersigned oil produc- 
ers and dealers in ofl lands of Wich- 
ita county, Texas, and other adjacent 
counties in Texas, hereby bind and 
pledge ourselves to support the 
Wichita Ol Association, an organi- 
zation to be perfected for the pri- 
mary purpose of protecting and 
husbanding the oll industry, in 80 
far as it is legal for us to do so as an 
organization, in the Burkburnett, 
Northwest extension and other oil 
fields, in so far as the laws of our 
country will permit, and at all times 
co-operating with the Railroad 
Commission of Texas and observing 
their rules and regulations. 

“We hereby @gree that the execu- 
tive committee of this organization 
shall be required to keep posted as 
to the equitable and reasonable 
market value of oils of the charac- 
ter as ours in the Mid-Continent 
field, and that the value of such oils, 
so ascertained by this committee, 
will be given to the producers of 
this\ field from time to time as the 
market changes may occur. 

“This committee will also be re- 
quired to take notice of develop- 
ments as they progress in this sec- 
tion and will advise with the pro- 
ducers. and owners of oi) property 
to the end that the drilling may be 
done in the most logical manner 80 
as to protect the field to the best 
advantage. 

MUTUAL PROTECTION. 

“Tt is the purpose of this aasocia- 
tion to devise ways and means for 
running, transporting and market-. 
ing the oil to the best advantage 
and for the benefit of the producers 
pledging themselves to support 
this organization for their own pro- 
tection. 

“The officers of this association to 
consist of a president, two vice- 
presidents, secretary and treasurer, 
an executive committee of seven, 
and an advisory committee of 
twenty-five, and to be governed by 
such articles of association and by- 
laws as may be adopted for the ao- 
complishment of the purposes of 
this association. 

“In order that this association 
may work to the benefit of the 
signers hereto, it is necessary that 
independent producers representing 
as much as 85 per cent. of the pro- 
duction of this section, become 
members of this organization, and 
when such membership has been 


secured, it then becomes a work- 


able organization in accordance 
herewith, and notice will then be 
given by the executive committee 
that producers representing 85 per 
cent. of the production have become 
members, and that the association 
has been perfected. 

“The undersigned members here 
by mutually agree and bind them - 
selves not to sell at less than the 


price posted by the large companies!

Disgruntled Radicals at Labor Temple

Following the filing of the resig- 
nations of Francis Drake from the 
Fire Commission and Mrs. Frances 
Noel and Seth R. Brown, all union 
labor radicals, from the Board of 
Mediation, it is reported that ex- 
tremists at Labor Temple are urg- 
ing the starting of petitions for the 
recall of Mayor Snyder.
